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Patients asked for help as medical 
practice ‘buckles’ under workload 


AXMINSTER Medical Practice is under 
unprecedented pressure and patients have 
been asked to help ease the strain. 

The number of phone calls from patients to GPs is 
becoming “unsustainable” and reception staff are 
“buckling under the weight of their workload”. 

During a public meeting, organised by the practice 
and the patient participation group, practice manager 
Linda Coombs said that long-resisted change might 
be the only way forward. 

The good news is that some of the changes may be 
easier to implement than anticipated. 

The meeting was held in the Guildhall on Thursday 
July 9th to inform and seek the opinion of patients. 

Axminster Medical Practice has just over 11,200 pa¬ 
tients on its books, and the figure is rising. 

Linda said: “We are under an unprecedented amount 
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of pressure in general practice. 

“We aim to provide high quality, equitable and ac¬ 
cessible service. 

“I think up until now we have been quite good at 
that, but we are finding it more and more difficult. 

“The number of phone calls from patients to GPs is 
becoming unsustainable, reception staff are buckling 
under the weight of their workload and dispensers are 
issuing more medication than ever before.” 

On Monday mornings alone, the practice can be 


‘bombarded’ with almost 600 phone calls. 

Linda said that practice management has long resis¬ 
ted the introduction of an automated phone system in 
which callers have to press specific buttons for spe¬ 
cific services, and added: “But we may have to start 
using those things.” 

Dr Phil Taylor said: “Fve been really anti an auto¬ 
mated machine, but it may be the only option.” 

Patient participation group chairman Mike 
Me Alpine held an impromptu show of hands poll to 
see how many in the audience would accept an auto¬ 
mated phone system. 

A large majority would, which Mr Me Alpine said 
came as “a surprise”. 

To help ease the strain, patients were asked to play 
their part by being realistic as to what can be achieved

Linda admitted the practice had been criticised for 
not advertising the service well, and explained why: 
“We have done a big song and dance about other 
things, but they have become a monster we couldn’t 
control, (like phoning your GP). 

“But we want to put it right and will even set up on¬ 
line tutorial days for patients in the practice.” 

Earlier in the meeting she touched on the long-term 
plans for the practice, saying it will remain where it 
is but might add rooms.

Plans to hand over 


ownership of town hall 


A DECISION to transfer ownership of Seaton 
Town Hall to the town council could be taken this 
week. 

East Devon District Council's (EDDC) Cabinet 
will meet on July 15th to decide if the venue 
should be transferred to Seaton Town Council. 
EDDC, Seaton Town Council, Seaton's Voice and 
Seaton Museum have worked together for more 
than 18 months and delivered a five-phase plan. 

A Cabinet report explained: 1 ‘By transferring the 
building into local ownership there is a possibility 
it can be modernised to provide a full council 
suite, entertainment and community hub along 
with an improved museum. 

“All of these would be attractive to residents 
and visitors, and provide an attraction for the 
town centre." The proposal on the agenda is that 
EDDC “transfers Seaton Town Hall to Seaton 
Town Council at nil consideration" i.e at no cost to 
the town council. 

The report said: “EDDC can dispose of its free¬ 
hold interest for less than best value where it is in 
the interest of helping secure the promotion or 
improvement of the economic, social or environ¬ 
mental well-being of its area." 

In 2010, community group Seaton's Voice ap¬ 
proached EDDC and offered to take on a lease and 
the management of those parts of Seaton Town 
Hall not let to the town council and museum. 

Last year a working party of councillors, Seaton 
Voice directors and museum representatives was 
formed to draw up a plan for the future of Seaton 
Town Hall. 

The five-phase plan would start with the town 
council and Seaton's Voice switching floors 
straight away. 

A public consultation on the proposed refur¬ 
bishment would follow, with a grand opening of 
the new-look venue in September 2016.

Council leader repeats 
calls for fairer funding 


A FINAL plea has been issued for Ottery St Mary's 
community hospital beds to be saved, with health 
chiefs poised to make a final decision this week. 

Town councillors have issued a rallying call to 
members of the community ahead of the crucial 
meeting, where commissioners could choose to 
transfer the beds elsewhere in East Devon and 
close the minor injuries unit. 

Civic leaders say a 1 ‘groundswell of local action'' 
could reverse the decision, even at this late stage. 

Ahead of the meeting on Thursday, July 16th, 
Ottery Town Council has called on members of 
the community to “help save the hospital" before 
it's too late. 

Councillor Glyn Dobson, the Mayor of Ottery, 
said: “The town council has written to Hugo Swire 
MP to seek his urgent intervention. I ask every¬ 
one in each community that will be affected by 
these cuts to do the same as quickly as possible." 

“A groundswell of local action might just win 
the day." 


THE leader of the county council, John Osman, has 
reiterated his calls for fairer funding for Somerset 
following last week's budget announcement. 

While welcoming positive news around invest¬ 
ment in roads and apprenticeships announced in 
Chancellor George Osborne's bundget last week, 
Councillor Osman underlined the major challenges 
that remain for Somerset County Council as fund¬ 
ing falls and demand for services increases. 

The council's Revenue Support Grant from 
Westminster has fallen by more than £20million 
this year and is forecast to fall by more than 
£40million by 2020 at the latest. 

Councillor Osman said: “We still have to digest 
the detail, but that fact that the speed of austerity 
has not been increased at least means the 
budget, at first look, is not as hard on us as many 
people were predicting. 

“Investment in infrastructure and apprentice¬ 
ships and emerging detail on devolution are wel¬ 
comed, but on a fundamental level the funding 
mechanism used ignores the challenges faced by 
rural authorities like Somerset. 

1 We have an ageing population causing huge de¬ 
mand on our services, yet we receive less funding 
than councils in urban areas and we are ranked 
114th out of 152 authorities across the country. 

“We are one of the poorest funded and that is 
not acceptable and it is not fair.

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Last call of campaign 
to keep hospital beds 


A FINAL rallying cry to 
keep in-patient beds at 
Axminster Hospital has been 
issued. 

The governing body of North¬ 
ern, Eastern and Western Devon 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
(NEW Devon CCG) will meet on 
Thursday and is expected to make 
a final decision regarding in-pa¬ 
tient beds in community hospitals. 

The original proposal to concen¬ 
trate the number of in-patient beds 
to a smaller number of hospitals 
proved extremely unpopular in 
Axminster. 

Campaign group Axminster 
Hospital Action Group (AHAG) 
was set up and has worked closely 
with Axminster Hospital League 
of Friends. 

Dr James Vann has been at the 
forefront of the campaign and the 
stakeholder group set up by NEW 
Devon CCG. 

He referred to Thursday as D- 
Day for Axminster Hospital and 
explained why there has been a 
delay: “The board members of the 
eastern division of the CCG 
planned to make a decision about 
local in-patient services in their 
community hospitals at the end of 
May following a long and ex¬ 
tended consultation process. 

“However, following legal ad¬ 
vice, they were advised not to 
make such a decision as too many 
of the GP board members also 
worked for Northern Devon

Healthcare Trust (NDHT), the 
main provider. 

“The implication was that they 
would be biased. The Eastern 
Board then referred the in-patient 
beds decision to the governing 
body. 

“It is hard to see how the GPs 
elected to represent our local 
views at CCG level could not be 
trusted to make such a decision on 
their own and it has been known 
for some time throughout the 
Transforming Community Serv¬ 
ices (TCS) and consultation 
process that these doctors also 
worked for NDHT as well as 
being GPs.” 

In view of the strength of feeling 
in Axminster, and the other towns 
affected, the CCG formed a stake¬ 
holder group consisting of repre¬ 
sentatives from the five East 
Devon towns with community 
hospitals, with an independent 
chairman in Sir John Evans. 

Dr Vann said: “The result of 
these meetings was that Sir John 
Evans’ independent report stating 
that the stakeholder group over¬ 
whelmingly recommends to the 
CCG in-patient beds in all five 
towns on a temporary basis of 
some one to two years while fur¬ 
ther data was sought. 

“The CCGs original proposal 


was for the immediate closure of 
beds in two of the five towns - 
Axminster and Ottery St Mary. 

“This proposal was considered 
in detail by the stakeholder group 
but was thought to be an unsuit¬ 
able option by a large majority. 

“The five towns and hospitals 
being discussed are Sidmouth, 
Honiton, Ottery St Mary, Seaton 
and Axminster.” 

Summarising the situation, he 
said: “There is a considerable de¬ 
mand from our patients to have a 
community hospital with beds as 
well as many other facilities. 

“This is clearly a reflection of 
our community being very rural 
and the most distant from Royal 
Devon & Exeter Hospital. 

“The local GPs are all in favour 
of beds at our local hospital, the 
patients are strongly in favour; 
let’s hope the GPs running the 
CCG and the health services in 
Devon are listening. 

“On behalf of the patients in the 
Axminster area I hope that the 
CCG governors take heed of the 
advice of Sir John Evans and the 
stakeholder group and choose 
their preferred option and plan for 
the future. 

“We should know more after the 
the meeting this Thursday. 

“I will continue my efforts to¬ 
gether with Steve Holt and the 
League of Friends and the AHAG 
team to ensure beds are main¬ 
tained at Axminster.”

New book explores Rousdon history 


A NEW book on the history of Rousdon will be 
launched at Serendip bookshop in Broad 
Street, Lyme Regis, 6pm on Wednesday, July 
22nd. 

The book “To Buy a Whole Parish; Rousdon 
and the Peek Family” is written Nicky Camp¬ 
bell who has been researching the history of 
the Rousdon Estate for more than 10 years. It 
gives an insight into the life of Sir Henry Peek 
MP, an extraordinarily wealthy and practical 
man who held decided views on why and how 
his wealth should benefit those poorer than 
himself. Under his ownership, the estate in¬ 
cluded a farm, church, cottages and lodges, as 
well as his own mansion, observatories, a mu¬ 


seum and menagerie with emus and a giraffe. 

The book also looks at ownership of the es¬ 
tate after Sir Henry died, passing it on to his 
son Sir Cutherbert, and then grandson Sir 
Wilfred, who led a lavish lifestyle in both 
Devon and London up until the First World 
War, after which he chose to spend more time 
in the capital. 

Following Sir Wilfred’s death, his son 
Frances inherited the estate but immediately 
sold it, which had disatrous results for the 
staff and surrounding area. 

The book contains details not only of the 
Peeks family life but also those of the work¬ 
ers.

Urban waste collection system: its a trial 


■ I DID appreciate the way that you reported the 
trial of alternative schedules of waste collection 
at Feniton and the way you mentioned the Coun¬ 
cil's approach as explained by Cllr Chubb. 

Just to answer Mr Lee in your View from Honiton, 
July 7th, I would like to be very clear that this is a test 
to see if a new collection system works in an urban 
environment in Exmouth as well as in Feniton. 

We made much of this approach in the Conser¬ 
vative election campaign and the aim is to re¬ 
spond to the strong demand to recycle cardboard 
and plastic which at present often goes into the 


wheelie bin. 

We will have a weekly collection of food waste, 
glass, plastics and cardboard, and if nappy pads, 
incontinence pads and sanitary towels all go into 
"clinical waste" fortnightly collections, then we 
aim to find out if the reduced residual landfill 
waste can be collected every three weeks. 

The approach has been successful in other places 
and we want to find out if it works here for the ben¬ 
efit of our residents. Let's hope it suits us all.

Someone is 
about to profit from the wholesale removal of inpa¬ 
tient beds from community hospitals and it is 
painfully obvious it is not the general public.

cycle or ride their path as often as possible, 
report any problems to their local adopt-a- 
path co-ordinator, and help keep signs, gates 
and stiles clear of overgrown vegetation.

When the anaesthetic wears off you may feel a slight 
discomfort or stinging, this is fairly mild but if you do wish to take 
paracetamol this will help. 


Q. During the cruise I will be exposed to the sun, will

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New train to 
get a name 

Unique new Loco at Peco 
to be named by rail 
enthusiast and BBC News 
Correspondent Ben Ando 



JOHN MACDOUGALL, Chief Mechanical Engineer 
of the Beer Heights Lights Railway, has been design¬ 
ing and constructing since the winter of 2011, a spe¬ 
cial internal combustion engine, code named “Mini”. 

This locomotive is primarily being built to replace 
Pecorama’s ageing Severn Lamb built diesel Jimmy, 
which is being phased into retirement. “Mini” is de¬ 
signed to offer much greater power and driver comfort 
than Jimmy as well as being considerably quieter in 
operation and to that end, the power unit selected is a 
mini motor car 998 cc petrol engine incorporating an 
automatic transmission. 

Sir Alec Issigonis, designer of the classic Mini way 
back in 1959, developed an engine and gearbox com¬ 
bination so compact as to fit transversely in the first 
really small, economical and affordable modern front 
wheel drive car of its kind. He would never have 
guessed that all these years later, it would also prove 
ideal for our new locomotive, for it so happens to fit 
neatly within the available bonnet space. In this in¬ 
stance, of course, the en¬ 
gine is fitted 
longitudinally. But 
“petrol engine” I hear 
you say? Well, actually, 
the plan is to convert it 
to run on LPG, or Auto 
gas, giving it greener 
credentials and making 
it cheaper to run than a conventional petrol machine. 
The beauty of the petrol engine is that it is very quiet 
compared to a diesel, as well as being simple and re¬ 
liable. Parts are also very cheap and easy to obtain. 

The new loco’ was mechanically complete early in 
the summer of 2014 and underwent trials during that 
season and occasionally was pressed into service on 
passenger duties for several hours at a time, due to un¬ 
expected demand or problems with another locomo¬ 
tive. So far, it has performed faultlessly and proved 
surprisingly popular with visitors as they were, un¬ 
usually, able to see all the working “innards” of the 
machine running without its body panelling! 

“Our new locomotive will put the ‘eco’ into Peco- 
rama! It will run on liquid petroleum gas and a bi¬ 
product of petrol distillation and gives off only a 
fraction of the harmful emissions of conventional 
diesel and petrol engines’ said CME of the Beer 
Heights Light Railway John Macdougall. 

The loco is now complete with bodywork and will 
be painted and polished, ready for Sunday the 30th of 
August when the Naming Ceremony will take place. 

BBC News Correspondent Ben Ando, a railway en¬ 
thusiast, will perform the unveiling as part of the 
week-long series of railway events, celebrating 40 
years of the Beer Heights Light Railway.

WHEN ILMINSTER ARTS CENTRE saw that one of 
the last of the Louisiana bluesmen, Li’l Jimmy Reed 
was planning a tour of Europe, they lost no time at all 
in booking the musical legend to be part of their con¬ 
cert programme in July.

Born Leon Atkins in Baton Rouge, Li'l Jimmy Reed 
taught himself to play guitar as a child, playing by ear;

BILBYS opened 14 years ago in the Red Lion Hotel, which, when it was taken 
over by Jane and Tris Pinkney, had been empty and derelict for nine years. They 
fell in love with the building and spend three months renovating and repairing 
the building while still trying to save its character.

brass and they needed the light of the moon to see 
to cast the belli). 

Bilbys serve light lunches, all day breakfasts, teas, 
coffees and cakes. All the cakes are made by Jane 
at Bilbys. She is particularly proud of her Somerset 
apple cake which is great served warm but even 
better served with clotted cream. 

From early afternoon they also have afternoon 
tea which consists of a choice of sandwiches, a 
mixture small cakes, scones, jam and cream and of 
course a pot of tea. 

TTiey have a private meeting room that can be 
hired and they also do outside functions. 

Jane and Tris have a full list of allergens and can 
cater for most dietary requirements. Bilbys has a 
five star rating for food hygiene. 

Bilbys has now entered the modern world and 
can now take cards. 

Jane uses many old recipes some like her ginger 
shortbread and old Ma's fruitcake passed to her 
from her mother and grandmother and she has 
started to teacher her Granddaughter Isla (2 years old) to bake cakes at home 
so the next generation is on its way. She also makes pre ordered celebration 
cakes, for birthdays and special events. 

Jane and Tris say “We couldn't do all this without the help of our great staff, 
some have been with us for as long as we've been here" 

The atmosphere at Bilbys is great with a mixture of young and old customers 
and families are very welcome.

Motability 
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Drivers Unprepared For A Host Of Rule 
Changes On The Roads In 2015, Warns LAM 


THE Institute of Advanced Motorists 
(IAM) is warning people to be ready 
for a host of changes coming up in 
driving laws in the UK - and fear many 
are totally unaware of what’s in store 
in 2015. 

New regulations that have changed 
driving licences, drug-drive l im its and 
speed limits have already taken place 
in 2015. There are, however, other 
changes expected to take place later in 
the year. 

For motorists oblivious to these 
changes, the IAM is raising awareness 
to ensure all road users understand the 
new driving laws and changes. 

In March a new law on driving under 
the influence of legal or illegal drugs 
including cannabis and cocaine and 
prescription drugs including diazepam, 
methadone and morphine came into 
force across England and Wales. 

Earlier this month, the IAM revealed 
the tme scale of drug-driving since the 
new regulations started and found 902 
arrests have already been made by po¬ 
lice forces (1). Motorists convicted of 
drug-driving will get a minimum one 
year driving ban, unlimited fine, up to 
six months imprisonment and a crimi¬ 
nal record (2). 

In April, the speed limit for the 
largest heavy goods vehicles (HGVs) 
travelling on a single carriageway 
across England and Wales increased 
from 40mph to 50mph, and on a dual 


carriageway it has increased from 
50mph to 60mph (3). 

Changes to driving laws and other- 
related procedural changes have also 
come into force this 
year to take advan¬ 
tage of the internet, 
increase convenience 
and save time on ad¬ 
ministration. 

From the govern¬ 
ment’s launch of the 
‘Make a Plea’ service 
in March, which en¬ 
ables motorists 
charged with minor 
motoring offences 
including speeding, 
failing to identify the 
driver or using a ve¬ 
hicle without insur¬ 
ance to respond to 
the charges made 
against them digi¬ 
tally (4), to the scrap¬ 
ping of the the Driver 
and Vehicle Licens¬ 
ing Agency (D VLA) 
paper counterpart of 
the photo card on 8 
June, in which all 
driver information 
such as endorse¬ 
ments and which cat¬ 
egory of vehicles 
you are entitled to 


drive is stored electronically - the 
changes have allowed motorists to ac¬ 
cess information remotely. Important 
changes have also come into force with 


how motorists provide proof of their 
driving records to a third party and will 
need to obtain a special code from on¬ 
line to allow sharing of data (5).
